(a) the occurrence of untoward reactions from extraneous matorial 
present in the current preparations might be avoided, and (b) such 
purified materials would be highly suitable for combination into 
polyvalent vaccines, tho use of which have already been explored. 

The search for methods of group immunization under controlled conditions 
which approach those resulting from the "seasoning of troops" will also 
be pursued. It is also planned to provide secretarial and bibliographic 
assistance to highly competent persons who may be willing to prepare 
exhaustive critical reviews of cortain subjects of importance to the 
Commission.
